"Here the individual is still his own 
m aster at the p olls and in his home. 
Personal service is not synonymous 
with p olitical servitude. 
Ours is still 
the land of the free: and whatever dif­ 
ferences ex ist resp ecting the p owers 
of governance relate chiefly, on the 
one hand, to restrictio n of suffrage and 
on the other, to the elimination of sex 
qualification. 
Neither p roject involves 
revolution. 
"Could the F athers have been as­ 
sured of so hap p y a condition among

of p eop le, can we 
doubt that they would have felt far 
more confident than they did feel that 
the foundatio ns they were laying with 
such care and fo resight as were within 
their p ower to ex ercise would p rove 
indeed eveilasting?

15.—Alop h Ro th­ 
barth, rep resentative in America of 
the largest hop dealing firm in the 
world, Ro thbarth & Co., of Frankfo rt- 
on-the-Main, London, St. Petersburg 
and New York, is in the Tombs, a con­ 
fessed bank swindier. 
His victims 
were the Mercantile National bank, 
which, according to the district atto r­ 
ney’s office, is o ut $58,000, and the Lib­ 
erty* Natio nal bank, which holds $75,- 
I 000 of his fraudulent notes. 
After tw enty years of honorable 
dealing as the New York agent of a 
j firm who se cred * is internatio nally 
good. Ro thbarth, in 19 05, made up his 
mind that he wanted to be a million­ 
aire and get his million quick. 
He ad­ 
ventured in Wall street, p layed the 
bull end of the market, p ut up for 
margins cash that he had obtained 
from the banks on the strength of im­ 
p eccable business statem ents, and was 
ruined in the p anic of 19 07. 
There­ 
after he p layed a confidence game with 
three banks, the Mercantile, the Lib­ 
erty* and the National Park bank, keep ­ 
ing each institutio n igno rant of his 
borrowing from the o thers and floating 
his hop business with the p roceeds of 
false statem ents of credit and cash. 
Now, with the written evidence of 
his frauds in the hands of District At­ 
to rney W hitman, his $400,000 business 
reduced to the value of a desk and 
two or three office chairs, and the fear
